thoſe whom Sir Ro- 


 bert King thought he had ob- 
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ligd to be his Friends , ex- 
prelt their Unkindneſs to him 
 1n reproachfu] Diſcourſes only, 
he judgd. it unneceflary to 
return any Formal Anſwer to 
them 1n Writs ; believing his 
own Reputation ſo well Efta- 
bliſh'd i the World, as to be 
a lutticient Defence againſt the 
moſt violent Efforts of that 
nature : Bur leeing thoſe le- 
vere Refle&tions that were palt 
on him (tho as unjuſtly rais d, 
_ as induftriout]y ſpread abroad ) 
are lately ftorm'd into a Libel, 
and publickly appear againſt 
him under the Specious Title 
of Materials, for a Bill of Diſ- 
covery againſt Sir Robert King, 
&c. He thought himſelf ob- 
Iigd to vindicate. his own 

| Inno- 
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Tanocency, in the ſame manner 
in which it was aſperled, by 
returning a diſtinct Anſwer to 
each particular Article of his 
Accuſation. 

And tho” the Author of the 
Materials of that Bill of Diſ- 
covery, or rather of ao gs 
againit Sir Robert King, has 
been very careful in obſerv- 
ing the known Maxim oft 
miſchievous Policy, by ſup- 
plying: the want of Truth i the 
Accuſation, by the BoldneſS and 


- Heinouſneſs of the Charge 7: Yet 


I do nor queſtion, ha that the 
Anſwer which is here recurn d 
to that Scandalous Libel, 1s {o 
full and convincing, that it 
will for ever filence the unrca- 
ſonable Clamour of $:r Ro- 
", bert s 
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bert's Adverſaries, and effe&tu- 
ally acquit him in the Judg- 
ment of all candid and in- 
genuous Men. 

The confus d Materials of 
this pretended Bill of Diſco- 
very may be reducd to theſe 
Four Heads. Firſt, Thoſe 
Marters that relate to Sir Ro- 
bert King's Guardianſhip, of the 
late and preſent Lord Xing- 
ſton. Secondly, The Circum- 
ſtances of the preſent Lord's 
Marriage. Thirdly, The late 
Lord's Diſmberiting the preſent 
Lord, and Settling his Eſtate on 
Sir Robert King and Þs Heirs. 
And, Fourthly, the Settlements, 
and other Deeds, relating to the 
\late and preſent Lord Kime-

The Complaints relating to 
the Firſt Head, are theſe: 

That John Lord Kingſton, 
the Father of the late, and preſent 
Lord, havins defion d his two 
Sons to be committed to the Tui- 
tion of the late Earl of Arran, 
by reaſon their Uncle, Sir Roberr 
King, was too near related, and 
iN Femander, for want of ſue, 
of them, to the Eſtate of Boyle, 
Our Robert King, by his Accom- 
plices, particularly Anthony Ray- 
mond, perſwaded the late and 
preſent Lord to chuſe him for 
their Guardian. That by 


Contrivance of the ſaid Raymond, 
Sir Robert vot all the Patents, 
Rent-Rolls, &c. mto his Hands, 
and pick d ont ſuch Inſtr tment's 
out of his Brother s Agerits, Stew- 
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ards, &c. Viz, Raymond, 
Goſling, Captam Caultield, as 
enabled bim to carry on his De- 
liens againſt his Nephews. 'T hat 
he Acted ſolely without the Concur- 
FENCE of the other Executors.— 
That Captain Blackwell, one of 
the Lord John's Truſtees, and 
always an Oppoſer of the Deſigns 
of Sir Robert, was bought 0 
from Afting ; That Sir Robert 
never return d an Inventory of the 
Goods and Ci attels, nor any Ace 
; count of his management into the - 
Prerazative 0 Fee. - That 
immediately after the late Lord 
Johns Death, he remov d the pre- 
| ent Lord from Kilkenny-School, 
and for the ſpace of a Near gave 


f | his Brother and him the liberty to 
f / follow their own Inclinations ; which 
it gave 
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gave the Eldeſt an Opportunity of 


minding nothing but Hunting, 


and keeping mean Company : and 
the Youngeſt of Triflug away his 
Time very Ily alſo: and that 
when the late Lord was perſwaded 
to 70 abroad, Sir Robert would 
no: permit the preſent Lord to 
Travel ito France with his Bro- 
ther, tho earnefily defir d with 
Tears 5 Nor won d fend him over 
to him, tho his Brother writ fre- 
quently and pre/jingly for him, and 
fent Captain Pach to bring bm : 
T hat the preſent Lord being placed 
at Charlevile-School, and com- 
mitted to Raymonds Caie, he 
was wholly nezietted there ; his 
truſty Servant Roger Brennan, 
bes turn 9jj by Sir Robert's 
Or ers, and a Boy preferr d to 

wait 
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wait on him, who was not capable 
of ſerving him, nor of ſeeins any 
ill deſigns that were form d againſt 
hm; T bat on Sr. William King s 
raking notice of, and expreſſing a 
concern for his ill uſuaze there, 
he was remov d thence, on a pre- 
tence that Sir William King de- 
fien'd to Marry him to his Daug- 
ter; That being brought to Boyle 
end one Lightbourn appointed to 
be his 'T utor, they both ſpent their 
whole time in Lllenef 5: SirRobert 
King m the mean while not vouch- 
ſafing to make the leaſt Enquiry 
| concernins his Studies, or any thins 
IF that tended to his good, though he 

lived within three Miles of Boyle. 
T hat being ſent to the College, he 
was within ſome few Months after 
| his Admiſſion remov d to Abby- 
it boyle. 
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boyle. That Sir Robert by neg - 
lefing to disburſe three bundred 
Pounds for this preſent Lord's 
uſe, when he and Raymond had 
Fifteen hundred Pounds of his 
Money in their hands, loſt him 
Captain Holcrofts Eſtate, which 
was worth Four Hundred Pounds 
per annum: That Sir Robert 
underhand encouraged his Father 
m Law Capt.Choppyne to buy it, 
m hopes of his Settling it after his 
Deceaſe on Sir Robert and his 
Heirs ; and in fine, that Sir Ro- 
bert King, to avoid giving an 
Account of his Truſt, which he 
had broken in ſundry particulars ; 
ſhifted off the Guardian-ſhip of 
the preſent Lord, and plac d it on 
the late Lord Robert, who was 
then but juſt Twenty one Nears 0 

Ave. To 
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To all which the following  \ 
Anſweris return'd: Firſt, That _ 
Sir Robert King was fo tar from 
endeavouring to divert John 
Lord Kimeſton from appoint- 
ing the late Earl of Arran to be 
Guardian to his Sons, that he 
never knew or heard of his 
having form any ſuch Deſign, 
and that after his Death (there 
being no Guardian nam in 
the Will) moſt of all the Tru- 
ſtees, and particularly that very 
Capt. Blackwell, whom the Au- 
thor of the Materials repreſents 
li to have bcen always an Oppoſer 
ii of SirRoberr s deſigns, perſwaded 
Sir Robert to take upon him the 
Guardianſhip of the late and pre- 
fent Lord, not miſtruſting that 
fil the choice of ſuch a Perſon 
4 _ woud 
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wou'd (to ſpeak the leaſt) be 
any way prejudicial to their 
airs. 

For though Sir Robert King 
- was not appointed by his 
Brother to be Guardian to his 
Children, there is no reaſon to 
Believe char, what is ſuggeſted 
' bythe Author of the Macerials, 
was the true Occaſion of it: 
For his Brother having nomu- 
nated him in his Will, by the 
Name of . his Dear Brother, to 
be one of his Executors, not- 
withſtanding the nearneſs of his 
Relation, and his being in Re- 
»ainder to the old Eſtate of Boyle, 
he did nor, tis probable on 
thoſe accounts, judge him un- 

ualified ro be Guardian to his | 


Sons, elpecially if ic be conft- 
derd,

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der'd, that John Lord Kingſton 
was ſo far from entertaining 
any Jealous thoughts of his 
Brother, on Account of the 
nearneſs of his Relation, that he 
ofren carneſtly intreated him 
ro Travel with the late and 
preſenr' Lord, thinking thar 
they wou'd be more ſafe under 
the care of Sir Robert, than of 
any other perſon: And as 
Sir Robert do's declare, that he 
never employ'd Mr. Raymond 
to perfwade the late :and pre« 
ſent Lord Kingſton to accept of 
him for''their Guardian, ( the 
truth of which Raymond has de- 
clar d upon Oath) 0 neither 
were the Circumſtances of Sir 
Robert's Fortune ſo inconſider- 
able, nor his Reputation in the 

Z World 
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World ſo bad, that he could 
reaſonably be ſuſpected to have 
had any ſelf-intereſted deſign 
in the management of his Ne- 
phews Affairs; but on the con- 
trary, Sir Robert has good rea- 
{on to Believe, that (beſides the 
fatigue of frequent Wanter 
Journeys from Conaught to 
Dublin, tor the ſecurity or im- 
provement of their Fortunes, 
his long ſtays there, his trouble 
in following ſeveral of their 
Law-Suits, and the neglect of 
his own Buſineſs to attend 
theirs) he expended ſeveral 
hundred Pounds of his own 
Money, which, tho' laid out for 
their Advantage, was never 
placed to their Account, as ap- 
pears by Sir Robert's Anſwer 


upon 
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upon Oath to a Bill in Chancery 
in Michaelmas Term 1 697. And 
as the ſole intencion of his com- 
plying with the deſires of his 
Nephews, as well as of the 
Truſtees, in accepting the Office 
of Guardian to them, was to 
expreſs his Gratitude to his 
Brother, by his care and good 
Management of the Perſons 
uo and Concerns of his Children, 
= - ſo he thought he had diſcharg'd 
' that Truſt with ſo much faith- 
fulneſs as might, if not merit 


[ their acknowledgments, yet at 
| | leaſt free him from their Cen- 
| ſures. And it is' ſufficiently 
| known to the Wortd , what 
if great regard the late Lord 
[f Kineſton had for him, and with 
| what kindneſs and reſpect he 

| | always 
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always Treated him, whick 
did abundantly teſtihe the due 
ſenſe his Lordſhip had of his 
Unckles care in his Education, 
and of his juſt management of 
his Eſtatez; ind muſt necds 
render the contrary uſuage Sir 
Robert has lately mer with trom 
the preſent Lord, the more un- 
eaſte and fſurprizing to him, 
he having always hag an equal 
care of the concerns of both 
the Brothers, and no les at- 
tection for the Younger, than 
he had for the Elder, which 
will appear by the further 
Anſwers to the Materials for 
the preteaded Bill of Diſcove- 
ries againſt him. 

But amongſt all the Libel- 
lers miſrepreſentations of Sir 
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| Robert's Actions, there is none 


more groundleſs and unreaſon- 
able chan whar relates to Capr. 
Caulfield, Dean Cope, Dr. Quail, 


Mr. Raymond, and Mr. Goſling ; 
' for it can't bur appear ſtrange | 


that Sir Robert's intimacy with 
their Fathers faithful Friends, 
and imploying his moſt know- 
ing and truſty Servants in their 
buſineſs, (which in the opinion 
of all indifferent Men, wou'd 
be accounted a Mark of reſpect 
that Sir Robert paid to their 
Fathers Memory, and the beſt 
meaſures he cou'd take for the 
advancement oftheir Fortunes, 
and the ſureſt proofhe could 
ove of the uprightnels of his 
intentions) ſhou'd be objected 
to him as a Contrivance to carry 

02 
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on his ownDeſs ons againſt them, ; for 
certainly theſe perfons might 
with much more ſhew of rea- 
fon, be judg'd Spies on Sir Ro- 
has s Actions, than (what is in- 
vidioufly ſuggeſted) Accomplices 
of his ill Deſigns. Among 
theſe pretended Complotters 
with Sir Robert to Ruin the late 
and preſent Lord Kingſton, 
Mr. Anthony Raymond is mentios 
ned as the Chiet; who was not 
only bred up Gan his Child- 
hood under the preſent Lord 
Kingſtons Grandfather Sir Wil- 
liam Fenton, and conſtantly im- 
ploy d by hem in his buſineſs, 
but as a Mark of Sir William's 
more than ordinary regard for 
him, and his entire Conhdence 
in him, was made a Truſtee in 

B 2 ſeveral 
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ſeveral of his Deeds, and par- 
ticularly in a Deed for the 
Settlement of part of his E- 


ſate on this prelent Lord Ximg- 


ſton. And the preſent Lord 


Kmegſton's Father had fo long 
Experience and fo great an 
Eſteem of the Faithfulneſs of 
Mr. Raymond s Service, and the 
Prudence of his Management, 
that he recommended him to 
his 'T ruſtees, as the fitteſt Per- 
ſon to manage the Eſtates of 
both his Children in Munſter : 
So that it happens very un- 
Iackily to the Libeller, Thar 
this very Raymond, who is re- 
preſented by him as a mighty 
Grievance to the late, and pre- 
ſent Lord Kin?ſton, and the 
Employing of whom is ob-

jected to Sir Robert King as a 
heinous Crime, ſhou d not on- 
ly be conſtantly employ d, 
and much approvd of by 
their Father and Grandfather, 
during their Lives, but alſo 
Bequearhd . ( as I may juſtly 
ſay) at their Deaths as a con- 
1 fr Legacy to their Chil- 
dren. 

And to make good that fa- 
vourable Opinion they had 
of him, and tully ro Vindicate 
Sir Robert Kg in Employing 
him, he has (beſ des the many 
inflnacs that might be given 
of his ſucceſsful Induſtry in the 
late Lords affairs) conſiderably 
Improv'd the preſent Ld. Aumg- 
ſton's Eſtate: For, whereas it 

» Was not worth 400!. per an. at 
B the 


the time of his Fathers Deach, 
it was rais d by Mr. Raymond's 
Prudence and Care, to near 
Gool. per an. The Truth of 
which may appearby the Rene 
Rolls taken at his FathersDeath, 
compar *d with that which was 
given in to the preſent Lord 
Kingſton, when his Lordſhip 
took the management of his 
Eſtace into his own hands. 

"And as by what has been 
_ (and is ready to be prov d) 
r Robert King s imploying 
wet Raymond in the concerns 
of both his Nephews, is abun- 
dancly juſtify'd, ſo whar is ob- 
jected | concerning his Afing 
without the Concurrence of thi 
other two Executors, will be fully 
cleard, if we conſl der thar the 
late 
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late Lord Kimgſton, who was 
named Firſt Executor in his 
Father's Will, was at the time 
of his Fathers Death, and for 
ſome Years after, in his Mino- 
rity; and on that Account was 
not ſo properly qualifyd to 
Act; and thar the late Lord 
Chief Juſtice Povey, who was 
the other Executor, had not 
leaſure, by reaſon of the Pub- 
lick Station he was in, to at- 
tend ſuch Afﬀairs ; and that tho' 
by frequent Indiſpoſttions of 
Body, he was diſabled to un- 
dergo the Fatigues of = 
Journeys into Munſter an 
Conaught, yet he did give his 
Advice and Aſſiſtance to Sir 
Robert in the diſcharge of the 
Executorſhip, and approv'd of 
B 4 his 
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his management of Aﬀairs as 
long as he continued in this 
Kingdom. 

As touching Capt. Blackpell, 
he was a Creditor as well as a 
Truſtee, and by his indeavour- 
ing to Inpair rather than Improve 
the late Lord Kingſton's For- 


tunes, he became indeed a con- 


ſtant Oppoſer of Sir Robert s de- 


frens, viz, of preſerving the late 


Lord from being wrong d by 
him; for he having claim'd a 
oreater Debr than was really 


due to him, and Sir Robert re+ 


fuſing tp pay it, the Contro- 
verlie e was refer > to Six Fobn 
Teniple's Determinarion, who 
awarded him 1 000l. ad of 
1500]. that ke demanded, as 
2pPeers by che Avard in Mr, 
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Sprig's hands, which as ſoon as 
he received he quirted his 
Charge and went away to Eng- 
: land. Sq that now the Reader 
may perceive that the Money 
paid to Capt. Blackwell, which 
is repreſented by the Libeller as 
a Bribe, was the Diſcharge of a 
Debt ; gp what is ſaid con- 
cerning his being Bought off 
from atting as a Tr "uſtee, is to be 
underſtood of his being cur off 
5ool. of what he demanded as 

a Creditor. © 
Of this and all the other - 
Debts and Credits, Goods and 
Chartels of Fobn L ord King/ton, 
Sir Robert. many Years ago re- 
turn dia perfect Inventory and 
Account into the Prerogative 
Court, and there, it the Libeller 
be 
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be pleas d: tro make: a Search, 
he may berter be Inform'd what 
reaſon he has Yerily to believe 
that Sir Robert did never make 
any fuch return into that Office. 
Nor 1s the Libeller leſs mi- 
{taken in what he ſays concer- 
ning Sir Roberts gerting into 
his hands all the Patents, Deeds, 
Rent-Rolls, exc. belonging to 


John Lord Kingſton, tor they 


never were m Sir Robert s hands, 
but were {till lodg:d with Mr 
Raymond, as with a Peron who 
knew the: matters contain d in 
chem more pertectly, and cou'd 
managethem more dexterouſly 
than any other for*the Intereſt 
of the Orphans : Though if Sir 
Robert had kept them in his 
hands it could not rcafonably 


be 
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be imputed to a Guardian, as 
a Crime to have the Writings 
relating to his Ward i his own 
Cuftody. 
| Nor can Sir Robert ſuffer in 
his reputation by thoſe ground- 
leſs reflections that are pals d 
upon him by the Libeller, in 
reference to the Education of 
the late and preſent Lord Kimg- 
ſton, there being many Perſons 
of great Veracity and conſtder- 
able Character, in this King- 
dom, that can vouch for Sir 
Robert's Care of their Breed- 
ing, and' Tenderneſs of their 
Perſons ; - for it is ſufficiently 
Notorious, That foon after 
the Death of Fohn Lord King- 
ſton, Sir Robert King having 
occaſion to be in Dublm tor 
ſome 
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ſome time to prove his Bro- 
chers Will, &c. his two Ne- 
hews were all the while in 
the ſame Lodgings with him, 
Fat at the ſame Table, and 
after about two Months ſtay, 
went together. with him into 
the Country, and for the moſt 
part of that Year were with 
hinia his Houſe at Rockingham, 
where they were Treated with 
a refpe& ſuitable ro-their Qua» 
lity, and with a kindneſs equal 
to what: he ever ſhewd to his 
own Children; and were ſo 
far from being neglected in 
their Education, or permitted 
the liberty of following their 
own Inventions, that Dactor 
Onail (a Perſon of known 
worth and Prudence, who had 
been 
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been Tutor ro the lace Lord 
Kingſton in his Fathers Lite- 
time, and was much Eſteemed 
by him) did not only continue 
in the ſame Station, bur had 
the preſent Lord alſo commit- 
ted ro his care; and though the 
late Lord did for a while fol- 
low with roo much fondneſs 
and application, the Divertiſe- 
ments of the Country, yer Sir 
Robert was not wanting in his 
Dury to him, bur ſtill imploy d 
his whole imereſt and Autho- 
rity to reſtrain his roo eager 
Proſecution of them ; and 
within a Year his Lordſhip 
was prevaild upon, by his 
Unkle's Advice, (which was 
agreeable co his Father's De- 
tons) to quit all his Diver- 

{10ns 
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flons at Home, to improve 
h:mſelf Abroad, being afliſted 
by the Prudence -and good 
Management of Dr. Quail, who 
was appointed by Sir Robert 
to be his Tutor and Compa- 
nion in his Travels. 

And as the late Lord did 
nor, at the time of his leaving 
this Kingdom, ſeem deſirous 
of his Brother's. Company a- 
broad, ſo notwithſtanding what 
is ſuggeſted by the Libeller, 
Sir Robert never reccivd any 
Letter from his Lordſhip, in- 
timating his Defire of having 
his Brother ſent over to him 
into France, nor did Sir Robert 
ever know that Captain Pach 
was ſent by the late-Lord to 
bring his Brother thicher, but 

ro 
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to be his Tutor here. Ir may 
be true, that the preſent Lord 
did then, as the Libeller fays, 
preſs his Unkle, and perhaps 
with Tears, to ſend him alon 

with the late Lord Robert, but 
was deny d; for Sir Robert did 
not judge it confiltent with 


his Gratitude to his Brothers 


Memory, and the Intereſt of 
his own Reputation, ( being, 
next to his Nephews, Heir in 
Remainder of the Eſtate in 
Conaught ) to expole his Bro- 
thers whole Famuly ar once, 
and mm their Nonage too, to 
the many and great Slams 
of Travelling into Foreign 
Parts; and therefore thought 
It Lemas to run the Riſque of 
incurring the Cenſure of Un- 
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kindneſs, from ſome indiſcteer 
Perſons, than too fondly to 
gratifle the imprudent, tho' 


earneſt Deſires of a Youth, 


who, in the Materials for a Bill 


of Diſcovery, is repreſented as 


being then but Thirteen Years 
Old; for certainly one of that 
Age, tho' well fitted for the 


Advantages of that ſort of 


Education that is to be had 
at Schools in his Native Coun- 
try, is very little qualified for 
choſe Improvements that *are 
ro be acquird by Travelling 
into Foreign Kingdoms : and 
accordingly Sir Robert, inſtead 
of permitting the preſent Lord 
Kingſton at that time ro go 
for France, ſent him to a then 
celebrated School at Charleville ; 
and

and inſtead of his Truſty Ser- 
vant, Roger Brennan, as he is 
calld in the Materials, ( who 
had left the Family before John 
Lord Kinz/tons Death, and 
who afterwards declar d him- 
felt a Papiſt ) Sir Robert ap- 
pointed an honeſt Proteſtant 
Youth to attend him ; and or- 
dered Mr. Raymond, who liv d 
near Charleville, to have a more 
than ordinary Care and Inſpe- 
tion. over him: And there 
being, ſome time after this 
Lords going thither; a Report 
ſpread abroad in thole Parts, 
of Sir Willkam Kinz's deligning 
to Marry his Daughter to him, 
Mr. Raymond according to his 
Duty, gave Sir Robert King an 
Account of what was generally

diſcours'd: And tho the Libel- 
ler intimates that Raymond him- 
ſelf was the Auchor of that 
Story, (being, as he alledges, 
provokd thereto by Sir William 
Kings kind reception of the 
preſent Lord at his Houle, and 
his reſentment of his Lordſhips 
ill uſage by Raymond at Char- 
leville) yer Sir Robert do's not 
think he has any reaſon to be- 
lieve that Mr. Raymond did raiſe 
that report, but that the diſ- 
courſe in thoſe parts concern- 
ing that matter, came firſt from 
others, and is fully ſatisfied 
that Mr. Raymond according to 
his order, furniſh d this me 
Lord Kimeſlon during his ſtay 
at Charleville, with all neceſlaries 
and conveniences ſuitable ro a 

Genrle- 
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Gentleman of his Age and con- 
dition, though nor with Super- 
fluities ro gratihe the Extrava- 
gancy of his 1 emper. And 
tho' Sir Robert do's not queſtion 
Sir William Kmg s kind concern 
for, and obliging Treatment 
of the preſent Lord Kingſton 
at his Houfe, yet he dos nor 
know of any Liberty he gave 
him of Courting his Daugh- 
ter, match leſs of his dehigns of 
Marrying her co him: How- 
ever Sir Robert dos acknow- 
ledge, that though the preſent 
Lord Kingſton's Matching into 
ſo Worthy a Family, and with 
a Lady fo excellently accom- 
plifh'd, and of fo confiderable 
a Fortune, was a thing that 
wound have been very accept-

able to him; yer, it there had 
| been ſuch a deſign, the con- 
al ſideration of the great dilpa- 
| rity of their Years, and the re- 
'Þ fections that might jultly be 
i paſt on him on that occaſion, 
wou d have made him unwil- 
ling to promote {o unequal a 
Marriage; for that Lady who 
was judg'd ao unfit Match for 
the Father, and was to have 
been Marry d to him, if his 
unexpected Death had nor in- 
tervend, coud not reaſonably 
be thought a proper Wite for

was of Opinion, that it was dan- 
2erous for the preſent Lord to Sign 
it, whether he was Married or no ;

ver heard of any ſuch Advice

Iriſh Papiſt, = , 
And the late Lord King/ton 
was the more ſenſibly affected 
with this Calamity, and more
